Dear Mr. Secretary: 

Thank you for your recent letter outlining the efforts that you 
took during your visit to Argentina regarding the status of human 
rights in that country. 

However, you made no mention of any effort made to hold General 
Videla to his reported promise to President Carter that he would renew 
the " right of option" for political prisoners. This point was raised 
three times prior to your trip to Argentina: a letter dated October 

18 from Congressman Toby -Moffett , by myself in questions to you du»ing~ 
your meeting with the 94th and 95th Hew Members Caucus on November 1, 
and in a letter from me dated November 2, 1977. I believe at the. meet- 
ing of the New Members Caucus both you and Doug Bennet made a note 
on the "right of option" question and indicated you would bring it up 
while in Argentina. I am interested to know if it was in fact raised 
with General Videla, and if so, what his response was regarding the 
restoration of the "right of option."
